The Loup County Board of Commissioners met pursuant to adjournment this 11th day of
January, 2023 at 1:00 P.M. at the Loup County Courthouse in Taylor, Nebraska. Present
were Commissioners Larson, Steckel and Ruppel and County Clerk Ruzicka. County
Highway Superintendent Johnson was present later in the afternoon. County Attorney
White was absent. Current Vice Chairman Ruppel called the meeting to order. Board
members acknowledged receipt of the December 14", 2022 meeting minutes with no
corrections or additions to same. Receipt of advance notice and agenda for the January
11t 2023 meeting was also affirmed by all members present. Vice Chairman Ruppel
referenced the Open Meeting Laws poster located in the meeting room and advised that
handouts concerning said laws are available to the public.

Larson moved to allow the claims. 2" by Steckel. Roll call vote; yes; Larson, Steckel,
Ruppel. Nays; none absent; none not voting; none.

The board reviewed the Sheriffs Quarterly report, Treasurer’s tax remaining reports, Fund
Balances and Budget remaining spreadsheets.

Steckel moved for the adoption of a resolution transferring monies from the General Fund
to the Road and Special Road Funds. 2" by Ruppel. Roll call vote; yes; Larson, Steckel,
Ruppel. Nays; none absent; none not voting; none. Said resolution can be found in
Commissioners Record No. 10 Page 277.

Sarah Sortum and Sue Ann Switzer presented to the board information regarding the
lodging tax, how it is collected and dispersed. Sortum went in to detail about the State
Tourism Board, she is the representative for the Sandhills district. Sarah also handed out
reports for the State and Loup County on travel, spending, employment and revenue.
Grants are awarded locally for projects that will draw visitors to the county through the
Visitor's Committee. Switzer went over the functions of the Vistor's Committee, including
members and duties. Marah Sandoz, a member of the Visitor's Committee received the
visionary award from the Nebraska State Tourism Committee.

Zoning administrator Shepard met with the board to discuss options for address posting
requirements in the county. There is currently an issue with first responders being able to
find residents. Region 26 does not require posting although it is strongly suggested.
Region 26 would like the county to put a requirement in place. Discussion included but
not limited to; what the requirements would be, size of signs and numbers and who would
be responsible for purchasing the signs.

Chairman Larson opened the one and six road hearing at 2:28 PM.

Present were Commissioners Larson, Steckel and Ruppel, Clerk Ruzicka, and Hwy
Superintendent Johnson. Highway Superintendent Johnson presented the one- and six-
year road plan. Topics include but are not limited to; Almeria Bridge, South Lake Road,
Upstream Bridge, Liddy Bridge and Porcupine Bridge. Steckel moved to adopt a
resolution to accept the one and six road plan as presented by the Highway
Superintendent. 2" by Ruppel. Roll call vote; yes; Larson, Steckel, Ruppel. Nays; none
absent; none not voting; none. Said resolution can be found in Commissioners Record
No. 10 Page 278.

Highway Superintendent Johnson presented a 3 year agreement for his services as Hwy

Superintendent through Mainelli Wagner & Associates, Inc. Larson moved to enter into



said agreement, 2" by Ruppel. Roll call vote; yes; Larson, Steckel, Ruppel. Nays; none
absent; none not voting; none.

Hwy Superintendent reviewed a Master agreement Land Survey as presented for
consideration by the State of Nebraska Dept. of Roads. NDOT would pay $600 for each
corner found, this would not cover the expense of finding the corner but would be better
than nothing. State law requires the county to be responsible for finding corners.

Steckel moved to adopt a resolution entering into a 5 year Master Agreement with NDOT
concerning a process to provide survey services for HWY projects withing the boundries
of Loup County. 2" by Larson. Roll call vote; yes; Larson, Steckel, Ruppel. Nays; none
absent; none not voting; none.

Larson moved to sign the National Functional System Review, 2" by Steckel. Roll call
vote; yes; Larson, Steckel, Ruppel. Nays; none absent; none not voting; none.

Steckel moved to pass a resolution to continue an agreement with Loup Central Landfill
for Loup County to be represented by David Larson and Donna Steckel as an alternate.

There being no further business, the Board adjourned.
